Election/Restrictions 
Claim 1 is generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to the 
encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 4-9, 13-19, 24-35, 37, 39, 43-47, 49-50, 
53-55, and 64-66 directed to the non-elected species no longer withdrawn from consideration 
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since all of the claims to these species depend from or otherwise include each of the limitations 
of an allowed generic claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the linked 
species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including all the 
limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation or divisional 
application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double 
patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Referring to claim 1: In light of the applicant's arguments and after reviewing Kawasaki 
et al.'s disclosure, the examiner admits that the lower electrode cannot simultaneously include 
both a compression stress and tensile stress. As a result, Kawasaki et al. cannot support an 
inherence to show that Hashizumi et al.'s lower electrode (FIG. 12, element BE) includes both a 
compression stress and tensile stress. 

Therefore, the primary reasons for the indication of the allowability of claim 1 is the 
inclusions therein, in combination as currently claimed, of the limitation that "at least one of the 
group consisting of said diaphragm and said piezoelectric element, includes a compression film 
having a compressive stress, wherein at least a part of a thickness of said compression film is 
removed in an area opposed to said pressure generation chamber, thereby forming a removal 
part" is neither disclosed nor taught by the cited prior art of record, alone or in combination. 
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Claims 2-19, 21-55, and 64-67 are allowed because they depend directly/indirectly on 
claim 1 .
